Fever in New Orlcans. 

In regard to the wousuul unhealthiness 
New Orleans, during the late summor 
editor of the Bee holds this language: 

It hns been our fortune to reside in New 
Orleans for the last ton yenrs. During this 
period we have ofton witnessed the ravag 
of the fatal epidemic to which our city is 
unfortunately subject; but we have rarely, 
if ever beheld such frightful deso!ntinn as its 
ation has this season oceasioned. — tn 
mortality and maligaity, 1 the suddenness of 
itsattack,and the indiscriminate ruthlessness 
with which it prosteates ull classes 
pou-resident population; wm the appalling ro 
pidity with which ithas oxtended from the hos- 
pital into private practice, it has rarely ever 
been exceeded. The heart is absolutely 
sickened, and humanity shudders, at the 
scenes of misery and affliction which this 
awful scourge has this year produced. The 
briighest, purest, and best, have fallen victims 
to the pestilence. It has stricken dows 
many of our most estimable and beloved 
citizens. Us fury hath fallen on hundreds 
whom protracted residence and long exemp. 
tion had appeared to guarantee from its al~ 
tacks. Meu who had passed, four or five, 
or half a dozen consecutive summers in New 
Orleans, und had cscuped unscathed from 
the visitations of former epidemics have 
now sunk beneath its resistless power. It 
sroms Lospare none save natives of Lonisians, 
and residents who have already parsed 
through its terrible orden). 

We have taken the trouble to compare the 
mortality of the present simmer with that 
of 1839 and '37—both sensons in which the 
yellow’ fever raged with uncommon violence. 
The weekly number of deaths thus far ex- 
ceeds, by nearly a third, that of 1839, and 
is greater than tbat of 1827, if we consider 
the paucity of the non-resident populitios 
At the worst period of the epidemic ot 1739, 
the bills of mortality did ‘not exhibit more 
than 189 deaths per week. ‘The last weeks 
Stntement for this year shows & mortality of 
245, and the -tist for this week will more than 
probably demonstrate an inerense of forty or 
fifty more. [tis moreover universally ad- 
mitted by medical men, that the fever is far 
more intractible than usual, “The remedical 
agents which have formerly praved so suc 
cessful, are inert and inefficacious. So rapid 
are the symptoms, so ‘violent the derange 
ment of function, and so prone iz the disease 
to effect immediate organic lesion, that unless 
medical aid he applied almost at the incipien- 
cy of an attack, nd the means employed b 
of the most energetic character, the cases 
ure considered nearly hopeless.

until'one of these enterprising gentlemen, in 
eager pursuit of the good living the world 
owes him, put the wrong man’s name toa 
check, or in some kindred way gets a tichet 
for the marble palace at Sing Sing, where 
the State provides “a Living” for ti 
siders deserving, 
consists with the! 
alted merits. 

‘The great error in this case is the original 
maxim. Itis false and detestable. “The 
world owes me a good living.” How owes? 
have you earned it by good service? If you 
have, whether on the wnvil or in the pulpit, 
asa toiler or teacher, you have acquired a 
just right to a livelihood, But if yow hay 
euten as much as you have earned, or still 
worse, have done little or no good, the world 
owes you nothing. 

Mankind are just waking to a concious: 
ness of the duty resting on every nnn to ve 
netive and useful in his day andinhisspheie. 
All are not called. to-dig or hew, or plough 
or plane, butevery wan has a sphere of use- 
fulness aflotted to him by Providence, and he 
is unfaithful to high trust if be deserts it 
fur idle pomp or heediess luxury. One man 
may be fitted by nature and inclination for 
an artisan, another fora sailor, and a third 
fora merchant; but ne man was. ever born 
fied only to be an idler and a drone. 

“But has not a rich man a right to enjoy 
his wealth?” Most certainly: we would be 
the last to deprive him of it. He has n nat- 
hal and Jegal right to possess and enjoy it 
in any manner not injuriovs to other=; hut 
he has no moval right to be useless because 
ho has superior means of being useful. Let 
him possess in abundance the means of s 
isfying every pure and just desire of his nv 
tore, and. become wiser, nobler. larger in 
soul than ‘his less fortunate neighbor; bur 
never let him forget, as, if properly tramed, 
he never can, that :t is solemn duty tu be 
useful to his fellow creatures, especially. to 
the depressed aud suffering—to lubor for their 
benefit, and suffer, if need he, for their ele- 
vation. 
‘Lhe world soon learns to respect ils ben- 
efyetors in whatever sphere, and to realize 
thnt he who truly and honestly exerts him: 
self in some department of useful effort, may 
justly claim a brotherhood with all who toil, 
and make, and earn, Let the rich cease to 
look down on the poor—the merehant on the 
porter; lot each respect the dignity of nan, 
whether in his own person or thnt of his less 
fortunate brother; let baughtiness and pride 
cease on one side; nnd envy, jealousy, and ha- 
tred with their train of diretial consequence 
will vanish from the otber, and all, animate 
by a common kindness, will move forward 
in concord to the attainmeut of the highest 
guod.—N. Y. Tribune.

Damon and Pythias in Savage Life. 
(Extract of a ferter from an oticer in Florida 

published in the Nagonal Mntelligen 5 
In my lust hurried note ts you I mentioned 
hav witessed a scene here a few days 
before, which in my humble judgment ‘iat 
the famed story of Damon and Pythias quite 
in the shade. “I will now give you some of 
the particulars. 

A party of Indians was recently discover- 
cd by some of our troops, who succeeded in 
capturing Usree of their warriors; the rest 
ofthe party, consisting of thre men, women 
and children, numbering in all bout twenty, 
fled ‘The captives were brought to this 
placo, where they were interrogited by the 
Colonel, (Colonel Wortb,) during which it 
was discovered that two of them hnd been 
concerned in killing and burning a innil ri- 
der some ume in March last. ‘They were 
told that for this cruel uct of theirs. they 
would be hung ia fifieen days. untess within 
that time the rest of their people should come 
in. They were then placed in chains, and 
wero’ permitted to send the third man of their 
party, with « talk to bringin the rest of their 
people, while they were committed to tne 
guard. ‘The man thus sent out returned in 
five day's, bringing with him a warrior by 
the name of THolate Fizico and some women 
und children, among whom were the mother 
and sister of one of the pri 
name is Talof Hadjo. ‘The scene which 
followed may be déamatized thus: 

Scene, on open court in front cf the com- 
tnanding officer's quarters—Indians are. dis= 
covered seated under the trees, among them 
Tulef Hadjo,(Damon,) in hains, onwheuch, 
his head resting on the trunk ofa tree, look: 
ing on the heavens, with a cmimtenance in- 
dicntive of resignation—his mother and sis 
ter lying on the zinss at his fect, the motlier 
weeping at the fate which awaits her son— 
The Colonel and other oflicers are discovered 
ita distince from the group of. Indians. 

Colonel to Holute Fixico—Woere are the 
rest of the people sent for? 

Holute—They have separated and cannot 
be found. Your troops have scattered them, 
and they have taken different paths. 

Colonel—Know you not that, unless they 
are brought in, these men, (puiating to the 


ners, whose 


prisoners) will be hung? (A pause. ‘The 
Indians disconsolute, but apparently. resign- 


ed.) If Lsend you out for tho people will 
you bring them in, in time to save their lives? 

Holate—-They ‘have gone off, and’ know 
not where tolook forthem — Like the fiigh 
ened deer, they have fled at the presence « 
your tevops, 

Colone!—Indian can find Indian. If they 
are nut bere inten days, these men wall 
surely dic. 

iolate—The track of the Indian is cov- 
ered’ his path is hidden; and cannot be found 
in ten suns. 

Colonel to ‘Palof—Have vou a wife? 

‘Tulof—My. wife and child are with the 
people. I wish them here, that may take 
leave of them before I die, 

Colonel—Do youlove your wife ani child? 

‘Talof--The dog is tond of its kind; and | 
love my own blood, 

Colonel—Could you find the people that 
are out? 

Talof—They are scattered and may not 
be found. 

Colonel—-Do you desire your freedom? 

Talof—-L sce the pewple going to and fro, 
and wish to be with them. Iam tired of 
my chains. 

Colonel—If T release you, will you bring 
in the people within the time fixed? 

‘Valof—You will not trust me. 
would try. 

Colooel—If Holate Fixico will consent to 
take your chains aud be hung in your place 
if you should not return, you may go, (A 
long pause. ‘Talof continues throughout the 
scene with his eyes fixed ov the heavens— 
his mother und sister now cast imploring 
looks towards Holate, who, during the Inst 
few questions, had struggled to maintain his 
composure, evineing, hy the heaving of his 
breast and his guspings, as though the rope 
were already nbout neck, and he is ill at 
euse--ull eyes nre turned towards him—he 
recovers, ud, with the utinost composure 
and firinness, reples—) 

Holate—I have no wife, or child, or moth- 
Itis more fit that he should live than 1 
Leonsent to take his chains, and abide hi 
fate.

Colouel—Be it so. But do not deceive 
yourselves. So sure as Talof Hndjo brings 
not in the people within ten days, Holate dies 
the death of n dog. i 

With the utmost solemnity the two Indians 
were then marched to the armory, where the 
chains were transferred, and in less than 
fifteen ininutes after Talof wa on his jour= 
ney. Yesterday a messenger arrived bring: ® 
ing intelligence that Talof Hadjo was on his 
way in, with his people,and might be expee- 
ted to-morrow or next day. 

‘There is more truth than poetry in the 
foregoing. And whut makes it more re- 
markable, When compared with the story of 
Daron und Pythivs, is, that in the one case 
strong and devoted friendship cxisted be- 
tween the parties, while in tho other there 
Appears.po such feeling, but the sacrifice 
ofiered by Hotnte arose purely from a di 
terested motive; a desire to save the life of 
one whom he considered of more consequence 
than himself. Pythias placed the utmost 
confidence in the promise of his fiend to re- 
turn at the appointed time. ‘The nuble Ho- 
late hud no such assurance given him. On 
the contrary, he well know it was barely pos: 
le that Talof would return with his peo- 
ple in time to save his life,

From the Now York Journal of Commerce. 
The Cause. 

A great effort is making, by certain Clay 
papers, to show that the “untoward revults’” 
of the recent elections are attribwable to the 
course wf President ‘Tyler, in vetoing the 
Bank bills. A few facts will throw light on 
the subject. 

Tt should be borne in mind that the first 
veto was issued on the 16th of August, aad 
the second on the Mth of September. 

{n the early part of August, before the 

first veto was issued, and still Linger befure 
a knowledge of its being issued hud reached 
those distant States, elections were he'd in 
Indiana, Minois, Kentucky, Tennessee. and 
Alabama. [t will not be pretended that 
these elections were, or could be, influenced 
by the vetoes, which as yot had no exisience 
So far as appeared, the Bankites were in the 
full lide of successfu! experiment with every 
prospec! of soon realizing the object of their 
aspirotions. ‘Under these circumstances, the 
above mentioned elections were held. 
In Indiana, the olection was oaly for mem- 
hers of the Legislature. The res tlt was, 
that the whig majority of 17 in the Seante 
was reduced to 7; while in the House the 
whig majority of 55 (out of 10 oiembors) 
was chitiged to an opposition majority of Li 
All that saved the Senate was, that, one-holf 
the members held over—heing vleeted tor 
two years. Harrison’s majority in the State 
jast November, was 13,608. 


Monopolies--Danger. 

We extract the following from un apticle 
in the Philadelphia Ledger. ‘Tne antagonist 
interests of monopolies and liberty, are well 
devel ped. 

“Without mentioning eight hundred banks, 
whieh have deluged the country with exteiv- 
nance, speculation and crime, and enabled 
the few to plunder the wany extensively, we 
may refer to the whole system, of corpora~ 
tions; a system through which some of the 
Stotes have almost granted nway their liber~ 
ties. We can refer to one which hos already: 
extonied its mortgages over half of the Lins 
ded property of the State which crented it, 
and will finally cover the whole. But how 
can liberty be in danger from a corporation 
for lending money on mortgage?

He 
then went ona mission through the county, 
obtained the signatures of five or six indivi- 
duals and the crosses of as many more, and 
sent them to the legislature, where they were 
promptly put down.” 

Since the insertion of this article in our pa- 
per we have taken pains to ascertain the 
truth in relation to the Bond county memo~ 
rial and resolutions, and in relation to the 
charge against Mr. Wait, and we find that the 
whole is a misrepresentation, and that deep 
injustice has been gratuitously done to one of 
the most meritorious cilizens of our State,

Messrs Editors:—Allow me the privilege, 
through the medium of your paper, of pro. 
posing o plun to the merchants and traders 
of this city, which, ifadopted by them, would 
add greatly to their interest and to the name 
of the place abroad. Perhaps it would net bo 
interesting to your readers generally, but it 
may be to those for whom it is intended; and 
should ic nicet the views of this class it does 
seem to me the experiment should be tried.— 
And if any person engaged in business can 
urge any Serions objection against it, I wish 
he would make itknown. IT forone am folly 
satisfied that those concerned will realize 
their expectations. Although I am nota mer- 
chant, Fam somewhat acquainted with what 
I shall propose, having been engaged in the| 
business on several occasions, and would like | 
very much to engage in again. I propose, 
forming a company of merchants and busi~! 
ness men in this city for the purpose of build- 
ing a steamboat of one hundred tons burthen, 
to run as a regular packet between St. Louis 
and Meredosia, the stock to be taken in shares 
of 100 or Jess, as may seem proper. To have 
an agent in St Louis and one at Meredosia 
for the purpose of collecting all bills due the 
boat, av thatthe boat will notbe detained. A 
bowt of this class can be built for $5000, and 


eight thousand dollars the season, including 
all repairs. Should a plan like this, or some 
thing similar succeed, the merchant will be 
benefited by it in several ways. For in- 
stance, it will ensure a speedy arrival of his 
goods. It will save to him the amount of; 
mouey he would have to pay to other boats, 
and consequently retain in the eity of Spring- 
field upwards of $12,000 per annum, which 
is now paid (o steamboat owners at St. Louis 
Any merchant in this place knows that the 
freight alone which is shipped to Springfield 
would justify the running of a boat of this 
size to say nothing of the transient custom, 
which of itself would pay all expenses of 
running her. Another advantage tu be de- 
rived would be the certainty of his goods ar 
riving in good order. 

‘The merchants of this place have been pay 
ing from 20 to 37 cents per 100 Jbs. from St. 
Louis to Beardstown; besides the charges of 
the commission {merchant there; when, by 
owning their own boat, it can always be 
brought to Meredosia at a cost of 12 cis per 
100 |us., and perhaps a great deal less by the 
plan proposed. Here then is a great saving, 
besides the difference in the price of freight, 
he can have four or six months time; and 
should the boat meet with that success from 
transient custom which regular boats do meet 
with, then their own freight would cost very 
Jitde, if any thing. 

For example, let any large mercantile house 
in this place, subscribe for five shares, or five 
hundred dollars; the charges on freight for 
the same establishment will be in’ the course 
of the year perhaps $1000. Here then in the 
first place they paid five hundred dollars, and 
shipped freight to the amount of one thousand 
dollars, which is charged on the books of the 
boat, and a settlement made six months after, 
which settlemeut shows the boat has just paid 
expenses, The merchant in that case just 
saves what he would have had to pay some 
other boat. As it isa subject which has not 
been spoken of I have taken this method of 
introducing it.

She has great resources in numbers, 
valor, conduct, and wealth, If we have to 
20 into this conflict, it will be with a natiott 
which, after coming triumphantly out of a 
twenty-five years’ battle, in part of which she 
had defied, single hended, the civilized world, 
has now been refreshed by twenty-five years 
of peace, interrupted only now aud then, suf. 
ficiently to keep her military faculties in prac 
tice. Undoubtedly she can bear upon us hard 
enough (o call for the exercise of all our vir- 
tue. 

“Still, if she will have it so, that virtue 
must be summoned It is not safe, any more 
than itis right, that we should acquiesce in 
encroachments and affronts from any quarte 
however formidable. It is not safe, becaus 
to yield to them is at once to invite their re- 
petition, and to abandon our vantage~ground, 

by impairing the strength and spirit. which 
will be ultimately needful to repeal them We 
most insist, ot ull hazards, on having our 

boundaries recognized and respected; and we 
must refuse to be subject to have our vil’ages 
entered at night by a party of desperate men, 
engaged to follow any future Captain Drew 
“to the devil.” Security is only to be found 
in a cool vigilance and determination; and in 
them it is to be found; we are not a people 
needing, or likely to distrust their efficacy in 
any troublesome posture of affairs, 

“And, if this contest would be a serious 
thing for America, it is not to be supposed 
that it would prove mere play to her antagon- 
ist. “England,” said her great captain of late, 
will not make a little war.” [tis to be pre- 
sumed he said it not more with pride, than 
with a sober and solicitous sense of the re- 
sponsibleness incident to the possession of 
sich power. “It is glorious to have a giant's 
strength, but itis pitiful to use it likea giant.” 
Atany rate, if England will not make a litle 
Wor, 00 more, atthis day, will America. As 
a nation, Heaven knows we have plenty of 
faults; but in bull-dog virtues of the Anglo- 
Saxon breed, it is not said that we are any~ 
wise deficient. We managed to hold up our 
heads through the last wor, with a population 
which, has doubled, and an amount of wealth 
which has probably trebled since that time. — 
On the ocean, we even then knew how to con- 
quer, from the first; and, after two years’ hard 
buffeting, we learned how to do it upon the 
land; and what has been, may be again, and 
more. With an ordinary taxation of some 
Uenty-five millions of dollars, we can better 
bear an increase of burdens upon our smaller 
means, than England with hers, of eight or 
ten times that sum. Thongh, when left to 
ourselves, we are careful to grow rich, or at 
least, what we call well fo do, there is no peo- 
ple on earth who can so well bear to be poor; 
it must go hard with us, indeed, when, from 
any unlucky chances of war, we shall not 
find enough to eat, drink, and wear. Our old 
Plymouth colony (and the blood is not ex- 
hausted) once carried on a war till it sunk 
every dollar of the personal property of its 
inhabitants, and then it conquered, and they 
recovered themselves, and went on presently 
as if nothing had happened. Our people, if 
they are forced into this contest, will go into 
it under an intense and unanimous sense of 
wrong, which will call forth all their energies 
and resources for its prosecution. ‘They will 
undoubtedly go into it with » determination 


feeling has taken such strong hold, that those 
who once felt happy to see our ancient enemy 
in possession of the Capital, and destroying 
it by fire, are not willing to yield him an inch 
on our wild Northern frontiers from one ocean 
to the other to put his foot on. This isa glo- 
rious revival of the Revolutionary. spirit in 
Boston, and we hail it with pleasure. 

Bat we must have earnest before we can 
confidently rely on what they say. ‘I'hese 
same Federalists once made a clamor about 
Free Trade and Sailors’ Rights—exclaimed 
against the patience of the successive Demo~ 
cratic Administrations under the insults and 
outrages of Eng!and, as cowardice and sutm 
mission; and when the war was declared, into 
which, they said, the nation had been kicked 
they turned their backs on their country— 
welcomed the enemy—declared it unbecom- 
ing a moral and religious people to rejoice in 
the victories won by our brave militia, while 
they gave countenance, aid, and comfort to 
the invading mercenaries of England. Ifthe 
living leaders of the Boston Federalists who 
then plotted with England against their own 
country, would have faith given to their pres- 
ent professions, they must make earnest in 
advance to guaranty their sincerity. 

Let them exert the influence they command 
to put the country in a state of defence; let 
them draw back to the General Government 
the credit and capital of the public domain, 
and apply it with the utmost speed to build 
up the national defences; let them at once 
proclaim the impolicy and injustice of the 
Measure to which they lent their aid in the 
last Congress, in giving the means which ought 
to be applied to sustain us ina struggle with 
Great Britain, to indebted States, 10 pay over 
to the enemy; and then, possibly, they may 
get credit for their regeneration as patriots.

‘The first session of the Parliament which 
made Sir Robert Peel Minister. was to ter- 
minate either un Thursdayjor Friday, the 8th 
or 9th, by an adjournment to the month of 
January or Febuary. Its principal exploits 
have been to defeat the plans of the late gov- 
ernment for furnishing the people with a 
regular and abundant supply of corn—to 
support Sir Robert Peel in postponing the 
consideration of the prevailing national dis- 
tress, until the spring of next year; to au~ 
thorize Mr. Coulbourn to add some millions: 
to the national debt; and to provide a hand- 
some income for one of the sons of Lord Ab- 
inger, in consideration of the loss of a sine 
cure to which he ought never to have been 
appointed. 

The proceedings in Parliament are of 
some importance, as showing the measures 
which the new Cabinet intended to adopt or 
abandon. The corn law question, which is 
.o important to the great massin Great Brit- 
ain, is to be passed over entirely till the next 
session of Parliament, in Feb, 1842, not- 
withstanding the numerous petitions which 
havo been got up all over the kingdom. to 
the effect that Her Majesty will not proreguo 
Parlisment till some step has been taken 
upon this question. The new Chancellor's 
financial scheme is given, and a loan of three 
millions sterling has been advertised. 

‘Trade enntinues to remain ina very de~ 
pressed xtate 10 England, and the sufferings 
of the operatives are excessive in conse- 
quence. 

Unusual activity prevailed in the dock 
yards of Chatham, Portsmouth and Ply- 
mouth. ‘The line-ofsbatile ships Formida- 
ble, Hlustrious, Belvidere, Thalia and Hero- 
ine,and the men of war Speedy, Pique, Har. 
lequin, Aigle, Syren, Styx and Malabar, 
where nearly retdy for sea. Some diffi- 
culty, however, was found in collecting 
crews of theso vessels. ‘They were suppos- 
ed {o be intended as a reinforcement to the 
Chinese squadron. 

‘There is no later news from China. 

‘Tho Toronto (Amorican packet =hip) sail- 
ed from Portsmouth for New York, on the 
15th ult., with 90 steerage passengers, con- 
sisting of agricultural laborers and mochan- 
ies, and 25 enbin passengers, amoug whom 
are several officers of the British army, pro- 
ecoding to their regiments in Canada. 

In consequence of the failure of the Bath 
Bunk, Mr. Hobhouse has resigned his houso 
for Hereford. 

Messrs. W-R. & S. Mitchell, old estab- 
lished and highly respectable W. 1. mor- 
chants, and proprictors of vast estates in Ja- 
maica, &c., had failed, in consequence, it 
was said, of the shortness of the crops. 

A great failure, involving £70,000, had 
occurred at Huddersfield, and thrown a large 
number of persons out of employment.

We received Inst evening, by Exclusive 
Lyxpress from New York, despatehed by our 
Now York correspondent, the following high- 
ly important news from China, issued ina 
second edition of the New York American, 
on Saturday night, at too Inte an hour for the 
Southern mail, the enterprising proprietor of 
which had despatched the steamboat Wave 
in search of and to board the ship Naragan- 
set, from Canton; nnd we have the pleasure 
of laying before our numerons readers entire- 
ly in advance of all our cotemporaries, the 
most important news Which has ever yet been 
received from the Celestial Empire. 

Attack on The Crry oF CANTON nY THE 
compixeo Britistt Forces.—The steamboat 
Wave was despatched at an early hour this 
morning, in search of the Naragansett, and 
we hive the pleasure of laying before our 
readers, eleven days later from Canton. 

Passenger in the Narragansett, Mr, W 
liam 4. Low, 

Macao, May 28, 1841.—Dear Sir: You 
will see by the enclosed that hostilities have 
again commenced; the trade entirely stopped. 
All the foreigners have left Canton except the 
the English forces. 

Several of the factories have been partly 
demolished, and nearly all entiroly plundered 
by the rabble and Chinese soldiers, We have 
news from Canton up to the morning of the 
26th—at which time the English were still 
storming the city. ‘The land forces had pos- 
session of the heights in the rear of the city, 
while the men of war had possession of the 
river in front and to the westward. ‘The loss 
of life on the part of the Chinese has heen 
tremendous, ‘There aro between forty and 


fifty thousand Tartas and Chinese troops in- 
side the city, into which the men of war are 
pouring increased vollies of shells and rockets, 
In order to drive them out to a close engage- 
heights. 


ment with the English soldiers on the 
The English have sustained considerable 
loss. A portion of our establishment is here 
some on board ship at Whampoa, and Mr. 
Delano close to the city, intending to land 
first opportunity, in order to look after the 
factory and property left here. 
We have been fortunate enough to get on 
board ship, and nt this place in safety, every 
book, paper, and account that we possess, 
though we evacuated the factory in great 
haste, and cut a few hours before the Chinese 
commenced the attack.

We stated last week that every thing at 
Canton bore so warlike an aspect, that we 
should probably have to report the commence- 
ment of hostilities in this day’s issue. We 
shall relate some of the occurrences at Can- 
ton since Friday, the 21st, premising that up 
to the moment of our writing this, no later 
accounts than of the 25th have been received 
from Canton, and of the 26th from Wham- 
pox; bat it is probablo that we shall have to 
add Inter intelligence before our paper goes 
to press. 
On the 2tst, Capt. Elliott issued at Canton 
the following 


Crrcuar. 
“{n the present situation of circumstances, 
Her Britannic Mujesty’s Plenipotentiary feels 
it his duty to recommend that the British and 
other foreigners now remaining in the facto- 
ries should retire from Canton before sunset. 
Crarves Exxiott, 
H. M. Plenipotentiary. 
British Factory, 21st May, 1841.” 
Even without this notice, the warlike prepa- 
rations made by the Chinese in every direc- 
tion, were so apparent that it has become but 
too palpable that the Chineso contemplated 
commencing hostilities probably on that very 
day; in many of the packhouses, and even 
‘on their roofs, guns had becn planted; every 
street leading to the river’s edge had become 
a musked batterry, and pennons and flags 
were flying over every one of them; soldiers 
Were seen every where, and even in the Hong 
merchants’ warehouses, While teas were be- 
ing weighed; a party returning on Friday 
from one of these Hongs, saw. whilst passing 
to the foreign factories in a b many of 
the batterries, the soldiers in which, for a 
musement’s sake, pointed the guns at them, 
without, however, molesting them. 
The whole river from the French folly to 
the most northera_end of Cunton presented 
‘one continued line of fortification, and a large 
number of guns were planted un Dutch and 
French follies, A new fort had been built 
at Shaming, and it was known that an im- 
inense number of fire-rafts had been prepar- 
cd in many creeks in different parts of the 
river. In fwct the magnitude of the Chinese 
preparations prove that they were now bent 
‘on most determined resistance, and to drive 
the English out of the river without much 
greater loss of time, and that to eflect this a 
simultaneous attack on the different positions 
of the English was intended. 
How far the late arrangement, in provis 
ding the Chinese Government with large 
sums of money, may have enabled ther to 
propare thus formidably, 1 would be some~ 
what curious calculation to make. H. M. 
Plenipotentinry will probably be able to 
throw some light upon this subject; be has 
indeed proved himself a most generous ene- 
my. and the Chinese have no reason to com- 
plain that fair play has not beea given them. 
Pursuant tothe above notice of Capt. Elliott, 
all foreign merchants, then at Canton, with 
the exception of two, left their fuctories, the 
last embarking at about 6 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, and from what occurred after we 
have little doubt that it wis intendedjto have 
surprised ail the foreign merchants that very 
night, and to have carried them off prisoners, 
hail they escaped death ut the hunts of the 
infuriated mob, They have indeed had a 
most providential escape. 

Owing to its being nearly calm, and toa 
strong ebb tide, the schooner Aurora, with 
several British merchants on board, and H. 
M, cutter Louisa, remained anchored right 
opposite the Factories, and: it was observed 
that the suburbs of Canton p-esented an ap- 
pearanco of more than usual eredit, All the 
innumerable boats which are in peaceful 
times seen on the river, gaily lighted up, 
were no longer there, and the foreign facto- 
ries were, with the exception of two, dark 
and silent. Soon after six, H. M. ship Mo- 
desie and Algerine moved from their ancho- 
rage, in the Macno pussage, and anchored 
close to the town us the water would permit, 
nor dil this seom for the time to attract much 
attention. 

Ata little past ten, however, a blaze of 
light in the direction of Fatee was observed, 
‘and was soon. found to proceed from several 
fire rafts or junks floating down fast with the 
tide upon the cutter and schooner, which 
were in considerable danger, the tide sull 
ebbing, and weighing anchor would have 
brought them nearer to the range of the guns 
from the Company’s garden, and others 
which bad by this time opened upon them, 
and kept up asmart fire, by which the cutter 
was hit twice and the schooner once. 

‘Phe two small vessels _were therefore ob- 


| behind. 


liged to remain at anchor, exposed to the fire 
from the battery at Shaming, the cutter re* 
turning the fire gallantly, and forcing by her 
fire six lurge cargo boats that bore down 
on her in the wake of the fire ships, and 
probably filled with soldiers to board her, to 
sheer off, whon the steamer Nemesis, came 
down upon the fire ships and towed them out 
of harm’s ay opening nt some time a tre- 
mendous fire from her two 32 pounders. — 
H. M.S. Modeste, Algerine.and Pilades had 
meanwhile also opened their fire, and a brisk 
cannonade ensued, mnintained chiefly against 
tho now fort at Shaming. Tho fire was kept 
up during part of the night, and the cutter 
and schooner were at last, by the tide turn- 
ing, enabled to move out of range of the shot, 
into the Macao passage. 
H. M.S. Alligator and Pylndes were at 
one time, welenrn, in eminent danger from 
the fireships, but the opportune arrival of the 
boats of H. M.S. Herald, which towed them 
on shore saved them, In the morning early 
of the 22d, the work of destruction at Sham- 
ing was recommenced by H. M.S. Modeste, 
Pylades,and Algerine, and steamer Nemesis; 
the fort was, after a heavy cannonade, silx 
enced and destroyed, and eight very fine 
new brass guns found in it, Meanwhile a 
number of war junks were seen issuing from 
a creek opprsite Fa-tee, and the steamer 
Nemesis went to meet them; but they, un- 
willing to have anything to say toso formida- 
ble an antagonist, retreated again to the 
creek, and the steamer again gave her nssis- 
tance at Shaming, which no sooner being 
perceived by the junks than they came outa 
second lime. 
This time, however, the steamer was not 
content with merely driving. them back, but 
followed them into the creek; what passed 
there was, from the position of our informant, 
hid from his view, but loud reports and im- 
mense volumes of white and black smoke 
rising into the air at short intervals, but too 
plainly told that the work of destruction was 
actively going on there. In less than three 
hours upwards of forty junks were set fire 
to and blown up,asight which can have been 
any thing but pleasing to Yikshan the rebel 
quelling general. 
The return of the Nemesis from this suc- 
cessful expedition, followed by the Herald’s 
and her own boats. is described as affording 
asight inthe highest degree cheering, and 
yet comical at the same time. ‘The steamer 
was covered all over with the flags and pe 
dants captured from the junks; the boats? 
crews were all arrayed in handsome mao- 
darin dressesnnd caps, and the crew of one 
boat, in order to be perfect in their new cos- 
tume, had each man of them a tall more 
sinico dangling from under their aps, which 
we hope, were the spoils from living Chinese, 
who saved their lives by leaving their tails 
Tho loss of life in this exploivit is 
said not to have been great, the Chinese hav- 
ing had ample time to save themselves by 
Aight hefore tho vessels blew up. Weare 
sorry to have to ‘record one casualty on 
bortd the steamer; her gallant. commander, 
Capt. Hall, was severely wounded in the 
hand by the bursting of a rocket. 
During the action at Shaming, the rigging 
and spars of the Modeste were a good deni 
cutup, and three men wounded; we have not 
heard from the other two ships. After the 
destruction of Shaming fort,the ships of war 
rotired to their anchorage in the Macao pas- 
sage, waiting for the squadron and forces on 
their way up the river. 

On the 23d the whole forces, naval and 
military, had, by the Macan passage, arrived 
to within four or five miles of Canton—and 


having on several occasions becn treacherous- 
ly dealt with by the Emperor's Commission- 
ers, he now intends to drive them and their 
troops out of Canton, and warns the peaceful 
inhabitants to leave the town without delay, 
in order not to be made to suffer for the faults 
of their mandarims. 

The American vice consul went to Canton 
todemand the release of his countrymen, 
and we suppose that it was in consequevce 
of hisremonstrance that thoy were set at lib~ 
erty in front of the factories, exposed insults 
from the mob, although they had repeatedly 
but ineffectually demanded to be deliv- 
ered to their countrymen at Wham- 
poa,or on board an Bnglish ship of ware 
Without the means of getting away from 
Canton, the poor fellows had no other means 
ofsafety butto seck for shelterin the Consov 
House, where, having teiched, they were 
shutup and remained several days, without 
ford, apparently forgotten, until on the 24th 
Capt. Elliot, who, we suppose, must hav 
been informed of their position, went there 
with a strong detachment of troops and re« 
leased them frum their impresonment, send- 
ing them to Whampoa. 

Wo aro sorry to say that Mr. Miller has 
been so very badly wounded tit his life is 
despaired of; one of the crew is likewise mis- 
sing, probably killed, and all she others are 
more or less wounded, and suffering from the 
privations they have sinco endured. Mr. 
Coolidge bas been liberated in the same man- 
ner as the othors. 

On Friday, the 21st ult., all foreignors left 
Canton pursuant to the above notice of Cap- 
tain Elliott, and went to Whampoa, or retired 
on board boats in the river, with the exeep= 
tion of Mr. Coolidge and Mr. Morse, wo 
American merchants. Immediately on the 
Factories being thus abandoned, the mob 
broke in, and were, with great difficult 
driven back by the soldiery, who wanted no 
shares in the plunder. 

Tho above named gentlemen were in great 

danger of violence from the mob peranidieas 
but Mr. Morss succeeded, by the assistance 
of a mandarin, to escape to the river and into 
a boatin which he reached Whampoa in 
safety, while Mr. Coodidge was. probably 
with a view to his protection, carried into the 
city. A boat from the American ship Mor- 
rison, Which with a crew of four, and three 
passengers, Messrs. ‘Taylor, Miller and 
Gutierrez, left Canton for Whampon on Prix 
day, was near the French folly fired upon by 
the Chinese, and trying to escape by seeking 
shelier on board a tea boat on the southern 
bank of the river; the pnssengers and crow 
were followed by the soldiers, who very sev- 
orely maltreated them, wounded moat of 
them, and then carried them prisoners {o the 
authorities at Canton. 
We omitted to state in the foregoing ac- 
count of the hostilities at Cunton, that H. B. 
M. Algerine. after the forces had_arrived at 
Canton, was placed opposite the Dutch folly, 
which the Chineso had strongty fortified, and 
from whence a fire was soon opened uppn the 
vessel, Which was returned with interest, the 
Chinese, however, defended the place: with 
great determination, but it was at last car ied. 
We regret, huwever, to iearn that the loss,in. 
killed and wounded of the Algerine has been 
very severe, particularly among the boat 
parties that Were sent tocarry the fort and 
several other masked batteries; a lientenant 
f the ship, whose namo we did not learn, 
had, it is reported, his ley carried off by a 
cannon shot. The guns found in the fort 
were vory handsome brass picces, quite new, 
and of superior workmanship. 


even H, M- ship Blenheim had been able, in 

spite of her great draught of water to pro- 

ceed thus far. A great many Chinese Chop- 

boats were seizedat Whampoa by the British, 

and they afforded excellent conveyance for 

the troops. 

On the 24th H. M. 26th Regiment, under 

command of Lieut. Col. Mointain, took pos- 

session again of the foreign factories, and 

were just in time to save the greater part of 
them from destroction—driving from thence 

a mob of soldiers and thieyes that had be~ 

gun cartving away whatever they could.— 

They were too late, however, to save the 

Greek, Dutel, and British Hongs—these have 

been completely sacked, every thing, even 

to the window frames, has been carried away, 
and a lurge quantity of valuable merchan- 
.chiefty weollens, which were stored in 

the Company’s Godowns, have become a prey 

to the mob. 

On the 25th, the Cameronians were still 
in possession of the Factories, and the other 

troops consisting of the 18th Royal Irish, H. 

M. 49th, the Nadras, 37th N. [., altogether 

1700 men aud 500 marines, had, after some 
hard fighting, taken possession of the heights 

to the north of Canton, and driven all the 
‘Partir troops into the city, which was heing 
bombarded from the ships with round shot, 
shellsand rockets. On the 26th,a general 
attack. it 18 said. was contemplated, and par- 
ties arrived yesterday from Whampoa, which 
they left Inte on that day, report having 
heard a heavy canonade during the greatest 
part ofthe day. Itis, therefore, very proba- 
ble, that whilst we are writing, Canton is 
in possession of the English. 

We hear that on the 25th, early in the 
morning, Howoua and the Kwangchwfoo 
had an interview with one of the naval com- 
manders, offering to negociate for the saving 
of the city; that thoy offered five millions of 
dollars tobe paid within three months, and 
all damage done to or suffered by the British 
during the attack on the city, to be made 
good; that they further offer to withdraw all 
troops from Canton, and ask for 40 days to 
effect it in. ‘These offers, if madé, have, it 
appears, becn refused; it would indeed be tho 
height of folly now again toenter into nego- 
tiations with the Chinese after the ample ex- 
perience we have bad of their total want of 
good faith. They probably by these offers 
wish to gain time, in order at somo future 
moment again treacherously to break their 
promises whenever they may hope to be able 
unawares to utlack the English with some 
advantage. 

~ The number ef the rafts propared by the 
Chinese must have been enormous; they have 
been seen on all parts of the river between 
Canton and the Bogue; some were sent down 
upon the Wellesley (anchored off the Bogue) 
from Chuenpee; others at Second Bar, upon 
the Puttay Salnm ashore thero,) and: the 
Sealeby Castle. The Naval Senior Com: 
mander has, we hear, issued a notice to the 
Chinese that any village from which a fire- 
craft shall be seen to come, or the village 
nearest to the spot whence the fire crafts hall 
have been sent, is to.be destroyed so as not 
to leave one stone upon another. 

In prosecution of this threat the Sulphur 
tand Alligator have completedy destroyed a 
Village near Half Way Payoda, whence firo- 
rafts had been sentamong the British shipping. 
und it is to be hoped that this severe example 
will have the desired effect. Her Majesty ’s 
Plenipotentiary has also issued a Proclama- 
tion to the ponple of Canton, saying that 
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From the Natchez Free Trader.
